THE ESCAPE OF THE WIMMJ 



Near Mt. Gilead about 1 1 30 yesterday 
morning Amos Riggs shot and instantly 
killed R. W. Boyd and Mandeville Boyd. 

The latter are father and eon, and the 
at-named was the son-in-law of Riggs, 
having married his daughter only a few 
weeks since. 

The caure of tbe difficulty is said to 
have been information given by young 
Mrs. Boyd to her husband and father in- 
law regarding the relation of Riggs to 
members of his own family. 

Riggs, it will be remembered, in 1885 
killed Ahab Black, that tragedy occur 
ring within three-quarters of a mile of 
yesterday's killing. 

For tbe former murder Riggs was seat 
to the Penitentiary for throe years, serv- 
ing two yesrs and nine months, his family 
meanwhile spending a part of that time 
in the County Infirmary near this city. 

Mrs. Riggs is only 40 years of age and 
tbe mother of 18 children. 

It doesn't appear that any effort was 
made by the Mt. Gilead neighborhood 
officials to arrest Riggs, who left this city 
this morning on an Eutbound freight 
train.

Service Rules. 
While Mr. Cleve 
land was in office, strongly opposed by 
the two leading parties and distribu- 
ting no offices, little If any attention 
was paid to the law or its workings by 
the members of Congress. In the mean- 
time the Civil Service Commission 
reached out and brought within its fold 
or the classified service nearly all ef 
the employes of the Government. 

Only last June the Commission laid 
before Mr. Cleveland the result of its 
labors, and without hesitation he Issued 
an order embracing «,000 offices in the 
classiied service. A large number of 
these offices were important, and places 
heretofore considered to be or the most 
confidential nature. At that time the 
country paid no particular attention to 
this order: but now a new Administra- 
tion is on deck and a Cabinet officer 
finds that when he desires a man for a 
confidential place he is told that he 
must apply to the Civil Service Commis- 
sion for his man and take whomsoever 
that Commission seuds. 

In a word, the Cabinet officer can dis- 
miss an employe, but he cannot put a 
man in his place. Take the Chief of 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
and the Supervising Architect of the 
Treasury; one has charge of all the 
money printed by the Government and 
the other the expenditure of millions of 
dollars. Each has heretofore been the 
■moo*] appointee Of the >ecretury of 
the Treasury. Coder the present law 
they would be appointed by a clerk of 
the Civil Service Commission, who 
might certify as to their stunding in a 
Civil Service examination. 

It is not likely. though, that any ma- 
terial changes will be made in the law, 
though it is possible. It is believed, 
however, that a successful effort will be 
made to reinstate all (roverumenf em- 
ployes iu the Departments who have 
beeu dismissed since 1V.»3 for political 
reasons. There is a strong sentiment 
in favor of that being done. The argu- 
ment is that after the Cleveland Admin- 
istration turned a large number of 
faithful aad efficient public servants 
out of office on account of their politics, 
he put men of his political faith iu 
their places, and then threw around 
them the cloak of Civil Service. 

It is openly said that President Mo 
Kinlet will favor this change in the 
Civil Service regulations .

Cohstantinopi.k, March 20— Fur- 
ther and probably more aceurate de- 
tails of tha recent massacre of Arme- 
niana at Tokat In the Hivas district of 
Anatolia, have been received at the 
Armenian patriarchate here The 
firat report of the affair waa laaued by 
the government 

This declared that fifteen Armeniana 
and three Muaaulmans have been 
killed. Little reliance waa placed in 
tha report, for the ofllciala have al- 
waya made It a rule to understate the 
number of persoDB killed In the vari- 
ous massacres. Later information was 
received at the embassies showing- that 
fully one hundred defenseless Ar- 



fury of the Moslems at Tokat, and 
this number, it waa thought, was prob- 
ably correct The news received Thura- 
day at the patriarchate shows that 
both statements were incorrect and 
that the number of victims was fully 
TOO. It waa stated at the patriarchate 
Thursday that these figures were ob- 
tained from reliable persons at Tokat 
and the vicinity, and that the num- 
ber of victims stated la without 
doubt correct Sir Philip Currie, 
the British ambassador, made a 
most vig-orous protest against 
the massacre in a note to the porte, a 
■ note which was said to have been the 
strongest ever delivered by an ambas- 
sador to the Turkish government The 
result of his action was shown Thurs- 
day, when the sultan ordered the dis- 
missal and arrest of the Turkish 
officials in Tokat who are suspected of 
complicity in the massacre and the 
appointment of a ipecial commission 
to try them. 

It is belived that the British ambas- 
sador will watch the trial closely to 
see that It does not prove a farce as so 
man trials of Moslems officials charged 
with the murder of Christians have 

Mgr. Ormanian, the Armenian patri- 
arch, has made a protest to the sultaa 
against the murders at Tokat, and has 
added force to his protest by insisting 
that the sultan shall accept his resig- 
nation, which was tendered some time 
ago. At that time the sultan refit-tod 
to accept it. and promised the patri- 
arch that further concessions would be 
made to the Armenians.

Cane a, Maroh 26.— The fighting in 
the vicinity of Malaxa continued 
throughout Thursday. It was espe- 
cially desperate at 3 o'clock Thuraday 
afternoon in the village of Tsicalaria, 
where the insurgents set fire to a num- 
ber of Turkish houses. 

The insurgents are now occupying 
Malaxa. The European warships 
shelled them Thursday afternoon, the 
firing lasting ten minutes. The insur- 
gents, however, held their ground 
close to the ruins of the block house 
from which they drove the Turkish 
garrison Wednesday night and did not 
seem to greatly mind the bombard- 
When the Turkish troops evacuated 
the block house, they set fire to it in 
order that it might not furnish a 
shelter to their enemies It had been 
however, badly wrecked by the fire of 
the rebels. 

It is evident that the Turkish troops 
here are no matoh for the insurgents. 
A body of troops made an attempt 
Thursday to gain the heights above 
Nerok-Ouru, where the Keratidi block- 
house is situated. With this position 
and the one at Malaxa in their posses- 
sion the insurgents would be able to 
completely blockade Canea from the 
land side. 

The troops had gone only a little 
distance when they were attacked by 
Insurgents, who drove them back. 
Later, another attempt was made to 
reach the heights, but this, too, proved 
unsuccessful. 

A body of insurgents made an at- 
tack upon the Turkish cordon at Ilal- 
epa. 'Ihe lurks had a number of 
mountain guns, and the fire from them 
prevented the insurgents from coming 
to close quarter* It was this alone 
which suved the Moslems from defeat.
